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Taylor sets date for wet-dry vote 


FISCAL COURT APPROVES 
DATE, NEW EMPLOYEES

After several months of contro¬ 
versy surrounding a possible wet/ 
dry vote in Estill County, an official 
date has been set. 


Estill County Judge-Executive 
Wallace Taylor announced Monday 
night the vote will be Jan. 15. 

The court also approved new hires, 
a contract renewal and heard from 
a concerned citizen about chained 
dogs. 

He said setting a date for the 
vote has been a big issue because of 
scheduling around other elections. 

A special election, like a wet/dry 
vote, cant be scheduled 30 days 


before or after a general election. 

Taylor had the option of sched¬ 
uling the vote at the beginning of 
October or within 90 days after the 
Nov. 6 election. 

He opted to schedule the election 
after the November election to give 
himself time to study the regulations 
and procedures required for a vote 
of this type. 

Taylor admitted previously he was 
going through a “learning process” 


with the wet-dry vote. 

In other business the court 
approved hiring several new county 
employees and purchases for equip¬ 
ment. 

The court approved a recommen¬ 
dation from EMA/CSEPP Director 
Fred Rogers to buy radios and hand¬ 
helds from TAIT Radio Systems. 

Taylor said the company submit¬ 
ted the lowest bid but also is repre¬ 
sented by a local man, making the 


decision a good one in his opinion. 

A hiring committee that includ¬ 
ed Taylor, Deputy Judge-Executive 
Teresa Sparks and District 2 
Magistrate Earl Young, made recom¬ 
mendations for positions for CSEPP, 
the road department and 911 dis¬ 
patch. 

The court approved hiring: Brad

Mainous 
remembered 
for ‘free 
heart’

As Estill County mourns the loss 
of a dedicated public servant, a fam¬ 
ily is remembering a man who loved 
his neighbors, his friends and his 
family without end. 

Former Commonwealth Attorney 
Mart V. Mainous died last week at 
his home after a long illness. 

Mainous, who was born and 
raised in Owsley County, graduated 
law school and opened a practice in 
Estill County in 1957. 

He was later elected as common¬ 
wealth attorney and for approxi¬ 
mately 28 years he served Estill, Lee 
and Owsley counties in the posi¬ 
tion. 

He was also a captain for the Army 
National Guard D Company out of

Officials 
say mobile 
home fire 
was arson

Officials are still investigating a 
suspicious mobile home fire that 
happened on Stacy Lane in Irvine 
earlier this week. 

Estill County Fire Chief Derrick 
Muncie said the mobile home 
wasn’t occupied when it caught 
fire at around 1 p.m. Monday. 

Estill County Sheriff’s Deputies 
told firefighters the homeowner, 
Gordon Davis, had died just a week 
prior to the fire. Toxicology results 
are pending but the fire became 
more suspicious after WLEX 18 
reported Monday that Davis was 
involved in a murder investigation 
in Owsley County. 

Muncie said he wasn’t aware of 
any connection with the murder 
case, but evidence inside the home 
made it clear arson was involved. 

“There is just a lot of stuff on 
the inside of the home that reflects 
arson,” he said. 

Muncie said he doesn’t think this 
arson is related to the recent string 
of fires that began in August. 

“We’re not completely sure,” he 
said. “But we don’t look for this 
fire to be connected. We won’t 
know for sure until we get more 
information.” 

He also said arson, although 
dangerous and suspicious, is not 
uncommon in Estill County. 

“We’ve always had problems

Miss CommUNITY Pageant aims to teach life-long lessons

In the world of Toddlers and 
Tiaras, Miss America scandals and 
reality television, it’s easy to see why 
there are negative stigmas revolving 
around the pageant world. 

Sandy Judge said she hopes to 
shatter the stereotypes of the “typical 
pageant girl,” by encouraging girls 
in Estill County to extend a helping 
hand to others. 

Judge is one of the people respon¬ 
sible for establishing the annual 
Miss Estill County CommUNITY 


Pageant. 

The pageant is in its third year and 
Judge said she and the previous win¬ 
ners have learned life-long lessons 
through the program. 

Pageants are no rare occur¬ 
rence in Estill County, but the Miss 
CommUNITY pageant stands apart 
from the other pageants because 
winners are required to participate 
in community service and outreach 
programs during their reign. 

Judge said she was motivat¬ 
ed to start a pageant like Miss 
CommUNITY because of her expe¬ 
riences with her own children. 


“I have a daughter who has been 
around the pageant world,” she said. 

Judge’s daughter is 14 and she also 
has a son who is in college. She said 
she made it a point to teach both of 
her children about serving others 
and helping the less fortunate from 
a young age. 

“People used to criticize me for 
exposing my kids to this stuff,” she 
said. “But I think my kids learned a 
lot from it.” 

She said she has also witnessed 
the young girls who were crowned 
Miss CommUNITY in the past learn 
important lessons. 


“A lot of times young kids go 
into community service with the 
mentality that they are going to do 
something special for someone else,” 
she said. “That’s great. But, they 
don’t realize that they are going to 
get something out of the experience 


too.” 

She said when kids volunteer they 
tend to leave with something instead 
of just giving something to someone 
else.

Goolman and Timmy 
Muncie as CDL drivers for 
the road department, Lucas 
Taylor Barnes for a 10- 
hour CSEPP position and 
Michelle Hoover, Hillary 
Bledsoe, Emma Herald, 
Elizabeth Hisle, Elisha 
Miller and Dawn Gras for 
on-call 911 dispatch posi¬ 
tions. 

The court also approved 
a contract renewal with 
RCS Communications for 
911 equipment. 

Rogers said this contract 
is funded equally by the 
CSEPP and 911 budgets. 

He also told the court 
about changes made to the 
emergency operations plan. 
He said the book mapping 
out emergency plans will 
now be separated into six 
different books specific to 
different emergency situa¬ 
tions. 

“Instead of one large 
book there will be six 
smaller ones,” he said. 

James Mullins told the 
court about what he called 
a “long-standing issue in 
the county.” 

He said the county needs 
an ordinance pertaining to 
chained dogs that bark. He 
presented the court with a 
copy of a similar ordinance 
in effect in Powell County. 

“The problem is that the 
dogs bark continuously,” he 
said. 

There are 22 other states 
with laws about chained 
dogs that bark and Clark 
and Madison counties also 
have ordinances about 
noise caused by dogs in 
these situations. 

“Chained dogs are vul¬ 
nerable to people who are 
passing by that are simply 
cruel or annoyed by the 
dogs,” he said. 

Taylor told Mullins the 
fiscal court has a limited 
tax base and cant use the 
little resources they have 
for an issue like chained 
dogs. 

He told Mullins the 
animal shelter gets calls 
everyday about abused and 
neglected animals and the 
employees there respond 
immediately and provide 
care for these animals. 

“Don’t come preaching to 
me about abused animals,” 
he said. “What’s more 
important to you: a bark¬ 
ing dog or a drug dealer? 
We don’t have the resources 
to send a deputy from a 
domestic [violence] situa¬ 
tion to a barking dog.” 

He said the court would 
take into consideration a 
noise ordinance but priority 
would always be given to 
the thousands of humans in 
the county that need pro¬ 
tection.

Ravenna and traveled with the company 
to Fort Chaffee, Ark. to train. 

According to his family and friends, 
Mainous was much more than the attorney 
and serviceman everyone in the commu¬ 
nity knew him as. 

“He had a free heart,” his wife of 47 
years, Sue, said. 

She said this trait was evident in the 
constant concern and helpfulness Mainous 
extended to his neighbors and friends. 

While he was very much a politician, 
Sue said Mainous also loved to garden. 

He grew large gardens on several prop¬ 
erties he owned around the county. 

“He grew way more than we could ever 
use or store away,” Sue said. “He would 
let me pick and can whatever I could and 
then the leftovers he gave away to people 
in need.” 

Sue said she remembers her husband 
growing two or three acres of various types 
of greens at their property in Waco. 

“Even after I picked what I could use 
you couldn’t even tell,” she said. “There was 
so much left over he just let people who 
needed food come and cut whatever they 
could use.” 

She also said he made regular trips 
around the county visiting with friends 
and dropping off produce he had grown 
himself. 

“He tried other hobbies,” Sue said. “But, 
they never worked for him like gardening 
did.” 

In addition to feeding those in need with 
his garden, Mainous always made sure 
people in need of financial help had it. 

“He would always find something 


around the house or the yard for someone 
to do so he could pay them,” Sue said. “He 
believed in helping people.” 

Sue said one of Mainous’ nephews 
recalled on Facebook after his passing the 
time his family heard footsteps on their 
front porch in the middle of the night. 

When they woke up in the morning, 
bags full of groceries were waiting for them 
on their doorstep. 

“He said his Uncle Mart was the only 
one who would do something like that,” 
she said. 

Mainous’ kindness and “big heart” were 
also evident in the raising of Sue’s children. 
Sue said she and Mainous met after he 
helped her get her divorce. They each had 
four children from previous marriages. 

“Mart took my kids in and raised them 
just like they were his own,” she said. 

The Mainous’ daughter, Pam Durbin, 
said she was proud of her raising and felt 
blessed to have a father who chose to take 
care of her and her siblings. 

Pam and Sue both said Mart will always 
be remembered for being a good provider, 
a caring father, a loving husband and a dot¬ 
ing grandfather. 

They recall nicknames he had for his 
grandsons and the candy he always kept in 
the trunk of his car to hand out to kids. 

Through the recollections of Mart’s wife 
and kids, it is clear Estill County lost more 
than a man who served the community for 
most of his life. 

Estill County mourns the loss of one of 
its best and most caring citizens. 

Services for Mart were Saturday, Oct. 
13, at Warren F. Toler Funeral Home 
Chapel. He was laid to rest at the Mainous 
Cemetery.

Girls from six different age groups will be crowned at the 
pageant Saturday night at the Estill County High School 
Auditorium. Each of the girls who are crowned are required to 
take part in service projects Judge maps out for the year. 

In the past winners have visited hospitals, worked at food 
drives, fed the hungry and been present for ribbon cuttings. 

Judge said exposure to these types of community service 
teaches young people disadvantage is not something to be 
scared of. 

She also said it helps encourage young people to think about 
more than themselves. 

“Having my own kids, I’ve come to realize that being a kid 
sometimes means everything is about you,” she said. “This 
pageant aims to teach them that’s not the case.” 


Girls wishing to participate in the pageant can register for 
$20 until noon the day of the pageant. During competition the 
girls wear the same outfits. 

“They aren’t judged on their appearance, but rather their 
performance,” Judge said. 

Tickets are $5 for adults and $3 for students and all proceeds 
from ticket sales go to the ECHS booster clubs. 

Judge said she wants to break the stigma revolving around all 
pageants and supports the other pageants in the county, too. 

“I am not knocking any other pageants,” she said. “I think 
good lessons are taught in just about every pageant. There are 
very valuable lessons taught by Miss CommUNITY, too.” 

She said the girls who win Saturday will get more than just 
a crown. 

“They learn how important it is to give back,” she said.

with arsons,” he said. “And the problem keeps grow¬ 
ing.” 

In fact, Muncie said arson accounts for an average of 75 
to 80 percent of the fires in Estill County. 

Muncie said arsons are particularly difficult for inves¬ 
tigators to prove or prosecute because most evidence is 
“burnt up with the property.” 

“Unless the public sees something and reports it or 
someone turns themselves in, it’s really hard to prove 
anything,” he said. 

As far as motive for arson goes, Muncie said it varies. 

“If someone has wronged you it’s easy to get back at 
them by burning their stuff,” he said. “One way to really 
hurt someone is to destroy all of their belongings.”

Columnist at a crossroads over issues in election 


"Perhaps instead of voting as a woman or as a 
Christian, I should be eliminating these labels and 
focusing on other categories I fit in. ” 


I realized the other morning that as a 
woman, I stand to play a huge role in the 
upcoming election. 

Every time I listen to NPR, tune into 
a debate, read an article in the paper or 

stumble across 
an editorial 
online someone 
is asking about 
or talking about 
the importance 
of womens issues 
in the November 
election. 

I’m sure most 
of my readers 
have heard the 
claims from the 
WHITNEY LEGGETT Obama campaign 

CV&TNews Editor that Mitt Romney 

and other repub¬ 
licans, have 

waged a war against women. 

Most of the discussion of “womens 
issues” in the campaign has revolved 
around abortion and contraception. 

I sat in a pizza joint in Louisville last 
week and listened as the vice presidential 
candidates were asked how their religion 
has played a role in their stance on legal¬ 
ized abortion. Joe Biden and Paul Ryan 
are both Catholic but have different beliefs 
about the topic. 

Biden said that his personal issues with 
abortion do not allow him to tell a woman 
she has no right to make decisions about 


her body. Ryan said his religious upbring¬ 
ing forces him to believe life begins and 
conception and abortion should generallt 
be illegal. 

President Obama signed an order during 
his term banning the use of federal funds 
for abortions except for cases of rape, incest 
and pregnancies where the mother’s life 
would be in danger. Obama also supports 
Roe v. Wade and votes in favor of pro-chi- 
oce legislation. 

Then there’s the discussion prompted by 
Republican Representative Todd Akin. 

Akin claims the bodies of women who 
are the victims of “legitimate rape” are able 
to stop a pregnancy from happening. 

And, of course, there is the controversy 
over contraception and who should bear 
the burden of paying for it. 

When Obamacare legislation passed 
earlier this year, the Department of Health 
and Human Services made it mandatory for 
insurance companies to cover birth control 
under health plans. 

I say all of this to make it clear that 
women are expected to play a huge role in 
the outcome of this election. 

I find myself at a crossroads in terms of 
deciding my vote based on these issues. 

As a woman, I am obviously concerned 
with having the right to make decisions 
about my own body. As a Christian, I am 
concerned with my religious values that 
suggest I should opposed abortion and, at 
times even, birth control. 

As a woman, do I vote for a candidate 


who supports the choices of women and 
the idea that they can decide for themselves 
what to do with their bodies? 

Or, as a Christian, do I vote for a can¬ 
didate who supports religious values and 
stresses the value of the human life? 

Like I said, I’m at a crossroads. 

Most research I’ve read suggests women 
will be the deciding demographic in this 
election. For decades women have been 
taking more of an interest and becoming 
more invested in selecting a president that 
best serves them. 

In fact, since 1964 more women have 
been showing up to the polls than men, 
according to an article by Kathleen 
Parker printed earlier this month in the 
Washington Post. 

According to the Center for American 
Women and Politics, 10 million more 
women voted than men in the 2008 elec¬ 
tion. 

Believe me, it’s no coincidence that can¬ 
didates are beginning to shift their focus to 
issues that directly effect the health, free¬ 
dom and happiness of American women. 


While all of these issues are important to 
me, I find that I can’t base my decision on 
these alone. 

I heard a young woman from Colorado 
on NPR the other morning tell the modera¬ 
tor of the discussion she wouldn’t be voting 
for a candidate based on these issues. 

I seem to find myself moving in a similar 
direction in terms of my vote. 

Perhaps, instead of voting as a woman 
or as a Christian, I should be eliminating 
these “labels” and focusing on other catego¬ 
ries I fit in. 

I think instead of voting based on my 
sex or gender or my religious affiliation, 

I’ll vote as an American concerned with 
employment, taxes, freedom of speech and 
he environment. 

I hope my readers will actually consider 
the women’s issues and social issues I’ve 
discussed in this article. 

But I mostly encourage my readers to 
vote for the issues that effect Americans in 
general: education, the economy and the 
environment. 



Shooting of young Pakistani girl prompts some soul searching 


"Anytime a person takes a stand for human rights , 
it's our business. Such people bring light 
and liberty to the world. ” 


I don’t know when I have ever been more 
moved by the bravery of anyone than when 
I heard about the 14-year old girl from 
Pakistan who was shot in the head last 
week for speaking out against the Taliban’s 
ban on education for girls. She’s been an 
activist since she 
was 11. 

Malala 

Yousafzai was 
coming home 
from school when 
armed men on 
a motorcycle 
stopped the van 
she was riding in 
and demanded to 
know which of 
the girls aboard 
was her. The 
men opened fire, 
shooting Malala 
in the head and 
the neck. They 
also shot two other girls, all of whom have 
survived despite serious injuries. 

Malala has been moved to a hospital in 
Britain where better medical care is avail¬ 
able, and where, hopefully, she will be safer. 
The Taliban has already said that if she sur¬ 
vives, they will kill her. They call her speak¬ 
ing out for education rights an “obscenity.” 

Sometimes it’s hard to fathom how life is 
so different for people in other areas of the 
world. 

Most 14-year olds in this country are just 
beginning high school, as was Malala, but 
for most, their greatest concern is becom¬ 
ing popular, deciding what to wear or 


which reality show to watch. 

I don’t mean to trivialize the lives of 
American girls, because I know that many 
do deal with serious issues and the high 
school years can be tough on anybody. 

Still, who can imagine not being allowed 
to go to school because you’re a girl? Or 
having your fingers chopped off for wear¬ 
ing nail polish? 

Malala began her life as an activist when 
she started writing a blog for the BBC in 
2009 under a pen name, Gul Makai. She 
wrote about her life in Swat Valley, a sce¬ 
nic area that once was a tourist attraction 
before the Taliban had taken over the area a 
couple of years before. 

During those years, the Taliban blew up 
about 200 schools, banned girls from get¬ 
ting an education and forced young men to 
grow long beards. 

Here is an entry from her blog as quoted 
in the BBC News Magazine: “I was in a bad 
mood while going to school because win¬ 
ter vacations are starting from tomorrow. 
The principal announced the vacations but 
did not mention the date the school was to 
reopen. 

“The girls were not too excited about 
vacations because they knew if the Taliban 
implemented their edict [banning girls’ 
education] they would not be able to come 
to school again. I am of the view that the 
school will one day reopen but while leav¬ 
ing I looked at the building as if I would 
not come here again.” 

Malala became well known for voicing 
her thoughts in her blog and was nomi¬ 
nated for the International Children’s Peace 
Prize last year. 


Last November she was awarded 
Pakistan’s first National Peace Prize. 

Women and girls in Pakistan are enraged 
and unified since the attack on Malala. 

The news of Malala’s shooting has sparked 
international outrage as well (Madonna 
even stripped on stage to show her support 
for the young girl—don’t ask me why), and 
brought to light the fact that millions of 
children, both male and female, don’t have 
the freedom to pursue even a basic educa¬ 
tion. 

I wondered if Malala’s parents supported 
her blog, and then I read that her father 
runs a local private school, and that he’s 
also been outspoken about education rights 
and received death threats himself. 

Malala’s passion for getting an educa¬ 
tion reminds me of Frederick Douglass, a 
former slave who became an abolitionist. 

He was consumed with the desire to learn 
read, even as a young child, back in the day 
when it was against the law to teach slaves 
to do so. Somehow he instinctively realized 
that knowledge would empower him, just 
as those who oppress know that too and 
resist it. 

Frederick Douglas became an abolition¬ 
ist and one of America’s greatest writers 


and orators and is credited with saying, 
“knowledge is the pathway from slavery to 
freedom.” 

The bravery and intense desire for free¬ 
dom of people like Malala and Frederick 
Douglas leaves me in awe, but also makes 
me a bit uncomfortable. For what kind of 
freedoms would I be willing to put my life 
on the line? 

I typically avoid writing about contro¬ 
versial topics in this newspaper and on my 
blog because I don’t want to offend anyone. 

I’d rather not become the target of criti¬ 
cism, much less that of a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion, although I know that complacency 
and cowardliness have never led to the 
world becoming a better place. 

Who cares what happens in Pakistan, 
some might wonder. What does that have 
to do with me? 

Anytime a person takes a stand for 
human rights, it’s our business. Such people 
bring light and liberty to the world. 

Those of us who sit back in relative com¬ 
fort and safety and write about the ills of 
the world owe them a great debt. 

So do our readers.

KSP asks citizens to “text a tip” to fight crime 


The Kentucky State Police is initiating a new proactive program 
where citizens are now able to text confidential tips from their cell 
phone. The program, “Text a Tip,” is designed to report criminal 
activity, assist with neighborhood watch and serve as an additional 
resource for schools and college campuses. 

“Text a Tip” is completely confidential and easy to use. Anyone 
with texting capabilities from personal electronic devices can 
simply text 67283 in the address field, then type KSPTIP in the 
message field, leave a space and then enter information about a 
crime. If your tip went through successfully, you will receive an 
instant confirmation text on your phone. 

Web-based and phone tip lines have been around a while, but 
have the disadvantage of a perpetrator overhearing the person on 
the phone or they required Internet access. 

KSP Spokesperson, Sgt. Rick Saint-Blancard says “Text a Tip” 
is gaining ground because text messaging does not require verbal 
communication or Internet access. “Everywhere you go, some¬ 
one has a cell phone with them,” says Saint-Blancard. “Whether 
a person is at home or a large venue, like a sporting event or

concert, they can text a tip to us without bringing attention to 
themselves.” 

Saint-Blancard says people who live in high-crime neighbor¬ 
hoods are often afraid that if they are seen talking to police, they 
could be subject to retaliation from drug dealers or other crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So when they have this option of texting us — knowing no 
one will know who they are — they are more willing to provide 
specific details and names about the activity” he adds. “Text a Tip” 
messages are sent to a separate, third-party server, where identify¬ 
ing information is stripped out and they are assigned an encrypted 
alias before being sent to police. 

Text-a-tip programs are being promoted in schools across the

country to report weapon threats and reduce bullying. 

“No technology is more powerful then the eyes and ears of the 
public,” adds Saint-Blancard. “The key is enlisting people on their 
own terms by providing a discrete, immediate and confidential 
reporting source.” 

The “Text a Tip” program is operational 24 Hours a Day 
/ 7 Days a Week and is received and monitored by the KSP 
Communications Center. KSP openly solicits information from 
citizens on any type of crime occurring but encourages citizens to 
call “911” if the crime is in-progress or there is an emergency.

Hardy pear tree continues to amaze with annual production

There’s an old pear tree that stands 
behind the house that’s been there as 
long as anyone can remember. Its 
trunk is a hollow shell and a small 
child could easily stand inside it. 

We are constantly amazed that it 


bears at all, but the tree’s limbs are 
laden with fruit nearly every year, 
although we’ve never sprayed it or 
pruned it. The only thing that hin¬ 
ders its production is an untimely 
freeze when it’s blooming. 

This past summer, the old tree 
was loaded again, and we feared the 
limbs would surely break as the fruit 
grew and ripened, but only a couple 
of small ones did. 

Most of the fruit has fallen now, 
and several people have helped 
themselves to it. Whenever we have 
the family reunion here in the fall, 
folks like to pick up pears to take 
home with them. 

The old pear tree has become 
something of a family legend, so I 
did a little research. I found that 
the tree is a Kieffer pear, an old- 
fashioned variety that is often found 


on old homesteads. Kieffer’s are 
known for being long-lived and dis¬ 
ease resistant. 

The pear is rustic in appearance, 
its skin thicker and the flesh crisp¬ 
er and grittier than a store bought 
Bartlett, for example. Kieffers are 
hard as a rock when green, crisp 
and gritty when slightly ripe, but 
will become juicy and soft when 
fully ripe. 

Some call the hard pears late pears 
or winter pears. Many old-timers 
wrap them individually in newspa¬ 
per and store them in a cool dark 
place like a basement or cellar. By 
Christmas, they’re perfect for eating 
out of hand. 

Also considered good cooking 
pears, Kieffers are great for making 
preserves and for canning. I learned 
last year that they make great sauce- 


-like apple sauce, only made with 
pears. 

Here’s how I do it. I peel, quarter 
and remove the seeds from sev¬ 
eral pears, then I run the chunks 
of peeled pear through the food 
processor, which results in a coarse 
puree. I dump it into a good-sized 
pot, and I add about a tablespoonful 
of lemon juice to prevent the sauce 
from darkening. I sweeten to taste, 
usually adding about one-half to 
one cup of sugar depending on how 
much sauce I’ve pureed, then I sim¬ 
mer it for 15 to 20 minutes. 

Pear sauce can be eaten warm 
or cold, although I prefer it very 
cold. Ground cinnamon, nutmeg or 
cloves can be added to spice things 
up, but it’s good plain as well. 

Other favorite ways I like to pre¬ 
pare pears is to use them in place 


of apples in any traditional apple 
recipe. Pear crisp is every bit as 
tasty as applesauce. I use them in 
my fresh apple cake or applesauce 
bread recipes. Pear slices are just as 
good dipped in caramel dip as apple 
slices. 

Kieffer pear trees can still be 
purchased in nurseries or online, 
although it sounds to me like the 
variety has been tinkered with. The 
descriptions I’m reading describe 
the pear as being bright yellow with 
a red blush. 

The tree in our backyard bears 
fruit that turns a dull golden color, 
with tan or rusty looking spots. 

Maybe it’s just one of a kind. Every 
year we’re amazed that the shell of a 
tree still stands, much less produces, 
but it does.

Pour buttermilk over 
and refrigerate for one hour. 
Combine flour, salt and pep¬ 
per in a double strength paper 
bag, or use large plastic bags.

Apricot Sauce: 

1 (10 to 12 oz.) jar apricot 
preserves 

2 Tbsp. dry cooking sherry 
or chicken broth 

1 Tbsp. soy sauce 
In a large plastic bag or glass 
dish, combine the first six 
ingredients and mix well. Add 
pork roast, turning to coat on 
all sides. Cover and refriger¬ 
ate 3 to 4 hours, turning occa¬ 
sionally.

1 cup plus 2 Tbsp. firmly 
packed brown sugar 

3 large eggs 

2 cups creamy peanut but¬ 
ter 

3/4 tsp. light corn syrup 

1/4 tsp. vanilla extract 

4 1/2 cups regular oats, 
uncooked 

2 tsp. baking soda 

1/4 tsp. salt 

1 cup candy coated milk 
chocolate pieces 

1 (6 oz.) pkg. semi-sweet 
chocolate morsels 

Beat butter with an electric 
mixer on medium speed until 
creamy; gradually add sugar, 
and beat well. Add eggs and 
next 3 ingredients; beat well. 
Add oats, soda, and salt; stir 
well. Stir in chocolate pieces 
and morsels. (Dough will be 
stiff.) 

Pack dough into a 1/4 cup 
measure. Drop dough 4-inch- 
es apart onto a lightly greased 
cookie sheet. Lightly press 
each cookie into a 3 1 /2-inch 
circle with fingertips. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 
12 to 15 minutes (centers 
of cookies will be slightly 
soft). Cool slightly on cookie 
sheets; remove to wire racks 
and cool completely. Makes 2

What makes 

Fall is here! Many trees and shrubs are 
showing their fall colors. The intensity of fall 
color and time of peak color 
vary and are determined by 
complex environmental fac¬ 
tors, as well as the genetic 
makeup of the plants them¬ 
selves. These factors vary 
by plant and by geographic 
area. 

What happens to leaves 
in the autumn? In summer, 
leaves are green because of 
a group of pigments known 
as chlorophylls. Chlorophylls are vital to the 
trees food-making process, called photosyn- 


fall colors? 

thesis. Leaves manufacture simple sugars from 
water and carbon dioxide, using energy cap¬ 
tured from the sun by the chlorophylls. These 
sugars are the sole source of the carbohydrates 
needed for the trees growth and develop¬ 
ment. 

In the food-making process, chlorophylls 
break down and are continually “used-up”. 
However, the tree replenishes them all through 
the growing season. As long as replacement 
remains high, the leaves stay green. As fall 
approaches, influences inside and outside of 
the plant cause the chlorophylls to be replaced 
at a slower rate. Shorter days cause a layer 
of cork cells to form at the base of each leaf, 
gradually closing off the flow of water and 


minerals into the leaf. This is the location 
where the leaf will eventually separate from 
the tree and fall to the ground. As the supply 
of chlorophylls dwindles, other pigments that 
may have been present in the leaf all along are 
slowly unmasked and begin to show through. 

Unmasked pigments include the carot¬ 
enoids, which result in brilliant yellows and 
oranges. Some trees where carotenoids are 
conspicuous include ash, maple, aspen, birch, 
black cherry, cottonwood, tulip tree, and syca¬ 
more. 

Another group of pigments, called antho- 
cyanins, are responsible for the reds, purples, 
and blended combinations of these colors. 
Unlike the carotenoids, these pigments have 
not been present in the leaf all season. Instead, 
they develop in late summer in the sap of the 
leaf cells. Their formation depends on the 
breakdown of sugars in the presence of bright 


light while the level of phosphate in the leaf is 
reduced. Phosphate is at a high level during 
the growing season, but in autumn it moves 
out of the leaf and into the stem of the plant. 
When this happens, the sugar breakdown 
process changes, leading to the production of 
anthocyanin pigments. The brighter the light, 
the more anthocyanins are produced and the 
more brilliant the color. The brightest colors 
develop when autumn days are sunny and 
cool, along with nights that are chilly but not 
freezing.
